Sr. Louis, Juné 22, 1868. 
Bushwhacking still rages in the interior 
with undiminished fury. Im some sections 
affairs have come to a crivis, and extermina- 
tion of all rebel sympathizers is the creed of 
the Union men. Cole Camp has lately lost 
‘several of its Union men by the assassin hand 
of the bushwbackers; but at last the loyal 
men, organizing militia company, have 
given the rebels in that vicinity notice that if 
any more Union men are killed, the Southern 
sywpsthizers will be expelled and their prop- 
erty burned or destroyed. Since then the 
bushwhackers have avoided Oole Camp. 
Another town—Leestiue—tweive miles from 
Wareaw, on the Osege, was plundered lately, 
and Warsaw itself would bave been assailed 
long ago if troops were not present to defend 
it. These are specimens of the reports daily 
teceived. While tlie military are active, the 
guerillas subside and vamose, but the mo- 
ment our troops return to camp, the guerillas 
spring up like magic. Jackman is reported 
to be making his way westward to join some 
one or two of the gangs who infest Clay, La- 
fayette, Saline, Jackson or Cass counties, 
For this reason a few of the lately troubled 
counties north of the Miesourl River are com- 
paratively quiet, though last Tuesday night a 
demonstration was made by the rebels within 
five miles of Jefferson City. 
Active scouting operations are kept up in 
the Southwest, by command of Col. Cloud, 
of Kansas, who has charge of the Springfield 
District. Our cavalry frequently cross the 
Arkanéas line, but have found no rebels late- [| wrongs.
